In his address before the Minnesota Retail Hard- 
ware Association at its annual convention in St. Paul, 
James J. Hill, the railroad magnate, gave some of his 
ideas on frugality. He said in part: “I don’t believe 
in hoarding money. It has its uses for doing good, but 
I do not believe it is respectable for people to squander 
money that other people have earned for them. For 
the present year 400,000 automobiles have been order- 
ed for the people of the United States. At an average 
of $1,000 an automobile, this would amount to $400,- 
000,000. Not one cent of this $400,000,000 is invested 
in anything that will produce one bushel of grain. In 
the past twenty years the American people have at 
least learned how to spend money with a free hand. 
There are proportionately a far greater number of 
people living in the cities of the United States today 
as compared with the population of the rural districts 
than ever before. In 1868 but 20 per cent of our peo- 
ple lived in the cities; today the percentage of city 
dwellers is more than 40.” 








THE extent to which a railroad company is respon- 
sible for baggage after it reaches destination has re- 
cently been passed upon in a svit decided in favor of 


the Lackawanna Railroad, at Scranton, Pa. Joseph 
\therton, the plaintiff, in September, 1908, checked 
a trunk from New York. to Wyoming, but stopping 


over in Scranton for several days he did not claim 
his baggage at Wyoming until his arrival there. The 
night before it was rifled by burglars and some of its 
contents were stolen. Mr. Atherton brought suit for 
the value of the articles. On the trial of the case it 
was held that as a common carrier the railroad com- 
pany was not responsible. It had carried the trunk 
to destination, and in being left in the station for the 
time mentioned the relationship with the passenger 
was changed “to liability as a warehouseman and to be 
tested only by the rules of ordinary care.” The court 
further ruled that a traveler is bound to take his bag- 
gage without delay when it reaches the point to which 
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it is checked. Otherwise the common carrier liability 


ends in the manner stated. The railroad company in 
holding it under lock and key had done all that could 
be expected and was not compelled to employ a watch- 


man for the building. 








Tue fight that has been going on for some time 
between the cement users of the United States and 
the so-called fire insurance pool, came up for discus- 
sion in the seventh annual convention of the National 
Association of Cement Users held recently at the 
Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, when the report of the 
committee on insurance was presented. Cement users, 
contending that a building constructed of concrete is 
practically noncombustible, have been fighting for 
lower rates than the insurance men, it is said, have 
been willing to give. The mutual insurance companies 
have officially recognized the nonburnable qualities of 
cement and they have granted low rates, but the other 
companies have demanded rates which the cement 
users regard as arbitrary.

Tests are now being made by the United States 
Geological Survey to determine the strength and fire 
resistance of building materials, and, although pri- 
marily designed to meet the needs of the Government 
as the largest consumer, the results of these tests are 
available for general use by the country at large. 

Results already obtained tend to show that cheaper 
fireproof materials can be used and that the practice 
of flimsy construction of buildings will be discouraged 
by the small difference in cost between fireproof and 
inflammable building materials. The contrast between 
the small losses by fire to Government buildings and 
the immense losses reported from the country was 
responsible for the investigation instituted by the 
Geological Survey as to the fire losses in the United 
States and their exact cost to the people. 

The investigation disclosed the fact that the total 
cost of fires in the United States in

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erty and improvements in either Maine, West Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Alabama, Louisiana or Montana. In addition to this 
waste of wealth and natural resources, 1,449 persons 
were killed and 5,654 were injured in fires in the 
United States in 1907. 

The direct loss by fires in this country is eight times 
as much per capita as in any country of Europe. The 
actual fire loss in the United States due to the destruc- 
tion of buildings and their contents amounted to $215,- 
084,709, a per capita loss of $2.51. The per capita 
loss in the cities of.the six leading European countries 
amounted to but 33 cents. Comparisons of the total 
cost of fires, which includes the items already stated, 
show that if buildings in the United States were as 
nearly fireproof as those in Europe the annual fire cost 
would be $90,000,000 instead of $456,000,000. 

Every hardware merchant should aim to keep his 
store and stock insured, for insurance not only pro- 
tects his business in case of fire, but it affords pro- 
tection to his creditors as well. A merchant who sees 
to it that his stock is always covered by insurance is 
considered a far better credit risk by those who se! 
him goods than the dealer who is remiss about keep- 
ing up his insurance. Fire insurance is today re- 
garded as one of the most important assets of a busi- 
ness, 








WoRKMEN’S insurance and benefi funds have re- 
cently been investigated by the Bureau of Labor of the 
Department of Commerce and _ Labor, 


pista * Washington, D. C., and a report made by 
nsurance the commissioner. About 1,200 such 
Statistics: 


funds were investigated to ascertain the 
extent in which aid is given by workmen to each other 
through co-operative insurance and benefit funds or so- 
cieties in cases of disability, death, or other adversity, 
and the tendency of employers to assist in the support 
of such funds and to grant pensions to superannuated 
and disabled employes. The two kinds of benefits most 
frequently found in operation are the death benefit and 
the temporary disability benefit. The death benefit in 
the greater number of the funds is designed to be an 
amount only sufficient to pay funeral expenses. Some 
funds, however, offer a life insurance of a considerable 
sum. The temporary disability benefit is intended to 
compensate in part for the loss of wages occasioned by 
sickness or accident. A number of funds.pay a perma- 
nent disability benefit, designed to provide for a mem- 
ber who becomes totally incapacitated, or who suffers 
the loss of eyesight or of some part of his body. Quite 
a number of funds pay a benefit on the death of the 
wife of a member or of some other dependent. 

In 1881 there were about 20 national or internation- 
al labor organizations in the United States; in 1907 
there were 125 or more. The report shows the benefit 
or relief feature to be one of great magnitude in labor 
bodies. The report covers 84 national labor organiza- 
tion benefit funds, all of which pay death benefits. The 
amount of the death benefit varies widely, ranging from 
as low as $15 to as high as $4,500. The amount oc- 
curring more often than any other is $100. Nineteen 
of the organizations pay temporary disability funds. 
The benefits are small, there being only two instances 
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in which they exceed $o a week. One-fourth of the 
organizations pay permanent disability benefits, usually 
varying according to the nature of the disability. Four 
national unions have superannuation benefits in opera- 
tion, and five others have this benefit instituted but not 
yet operative. Seven organizations. pay benefits on the 
death of members’ wives. Other forms of benefits paid 
in a few instances are shipwreck, unemployment and 
tool insurance. __ ‘ 
The report covers 530 local labor organization funds, 
representing about go trades, paying benefsts to mem- 
bers. In some few organizations members receive 
benefits from both their national and local bodies. Of 
the 530 local unions investigated, 346 pay temporary 
disability benefits ; 401 pay benefits on account of death 
of. members, 86 on death of members’ wives and 40 
on death of other dependents; 10 pay unemployment 
benefits and 10 pay permanent disability benefits. A 


few of the locals of the more highly paid occupations 


pay a temporary disability benefit as high as $10 or 
$15 a week, while others pay as low as $1 or $2 a week. 
The rate most frequently reported is $5 a week. 

The lump-sum death benefits most frequently paid 
are $100, $75 and $50. Another frequent death benefit 
is the amount obtained by assessment of $1 a member. 
A number of unions pay much larger amounts. The 
average amount paid on a death in the local union 
funds investigated was $116.88. The predominating 
benefit paid on the death of a member’s wife is $50. 

Information in regard to fifty railroad funds is in- 
cluded in the report. Of these, 14 are pension sys- 
tems maintained entirely by the employing companies. 
Pensions are, as a rule, based on age and length of 
service, usually on the basis of 1 per cent for each year 
of service of the average pay for the 10 years next 
preceding retirement. Employes contribute all or a 
large part of the revenues of the remaining 36 funds 
investigated, eight only being contributed to by the 
companies involved. In these there are provisions for 
relieving the funds from all claims for benefits if a suit 
for damages is brought against the company. Out of 
these 36 funds 31 pay benefits for temporary disability, 
ranging from $2.50 to $20 a week. Thirty-four pay 
death benefits, the average payment per death having 
been $588. Several of these funds pay benefits in cases 
of permanent disability and one pays a superannua- 
tion benefit. 

The bureau obtained reports from 461 funds in man- 
ufacturing and other industrial establishments, includ- 
ing mines, stores, street railways, etc. Of these 341 
are managed by employes, 32 by the establishments and 
38 jointly. Of the 461 funds investigated, 428 pay tem- 
porary disability benefits ; 419 pay benefits for death of 
members, 101 for death of members’ wives, and 49 for 
death of other dependents; 54 funds pay permanent 
disability benefits, and five pay superannuation benefits. 
The weekly rates of benefits in cases of temporary dis- 
ability benefits range from 50 cents to $25, the predom- 
inating rates being $5 and $6. About 21 per cent of 
the members received benefits during the year. Sev- 
eral funds pay large benefits, in some instances as high 
as $1,500. The average death benefit paid was $209.76 
Several railroads and industrial establishments operate 
hospital funds, which differ from the ordinary benefit 
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ind in that the benefit consists of hospital or home 
edical treatment, rather than a money payment. Some 
inds include in their benefit treatment for members’ 


amilies. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

The fact that the 1911 convention of the Illinois 
Retail Hardware Association will be held in Chicago 
should meet with the unadulterated approval of every 
member of that organization, especially of A. P. Dease 
and Joe Story, who rooted for Chicago early and late, 
and who furnished the heart-shaped Valentines with 
“Chicago, 1911,” to everyone. While the annual con- 
vention held recently at Bloomington was a huge suc- 
cess it will not be disputed that the lack of hotel ac- 
commodations there and the comparatively small size 
of the town, coupled with the fact that it does not of- 
fer anything of special interest to visitors, disqualifies 
it as a convention center, especially for such a big or- 
ganization as the Retail Hardware trade of Illinois. I 
understand that the membership of the Illinois asso- 
ciation runs close to 2,200. Had all these attended the 
Bloomington convention, or even three-quarters of 
them, I venture to say that the hotel proprietors in the 
town woukd be compelled to appeal to the Governor 
of the state for military protection, unless hundreds 
would choose the more peaceful way of taking the 
next train back home. Bloomington is a nice little town 
—probably as good a town of its size as you will find 
anywhere— but it holds nothing to attract visitors. 
There is no class of men who enjoy taking in the sights 
and delving into things of interest more than do the 
hardware trade, and at an annual convention, above 
any other time, they should be given an opportunity 
to do so. There are few association men, even the 
most enthusiastic, who will practice self-abnegation 
to the extent of sleeping three or four nights on a 
floor, or in a hall, with the possibility of impairing 
their health, just to attend a convention. I don’t be- 
lieve I’d do it myself, especially in the winter time. 
You can’t expect to arouse the enthusiasm of the mem- 
bers of a hardware association or any other body, to a 
sense of association duty unless, at least, you can as- 
sure them that if they leave home they will have a 
comfortable bed to sleep in, not to speak of offering 
them other inducements to leave their fire side, in the 
way of entertainment and surroundings that are dis- 
tinctly different from those to which they are accus- 
tomed. Outside of Chicago, Peoria is perhaps the 
only city in Illinois which is big enough to take care 
of a bunch of good fellows like the hardware men of 
the state. There is a possibility that before long 
Springfield may be able to do it, but not as yet. The 
Great Central Market, Chicago, of course, offers the 
greatest inducements. Wait until February, 1911, and 
see if the attendance at that convention won't be a rec- 


ird-breaker! I have a few dollars to bet that it will.

Something of a philosopher is the President of the

larence H. Mackay of New York. Returning from 
n inspection tour of his companies’ properties down- 
outh, he is a bit inclined to impatience with the people 
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up here who get nervous over prospective legislation, 
court decisions, government “policies” and all that 
sort of thing. If, he says, we are all going to wait 
till capital ceases to be timid and labor demands less 
instead of more and statesmen stop seeking popularity, 
“we might as well shut up shop and go home. The 
only attack we have now is an attack of the buga- 
boos.” Which reminds us that history keeps on re- 
peating itself right along. About sixty years ago Con- 
gress was packed with alarmists—men who could see 
nothing ahead but the “demnition bow-wows”; the 
newspapers were gangrened with pessimism; and the 
pulpit and the bench doled out their little doses of 
the popular poison. A timid man noting all this, re- 
marked Emerson, might easily believe that he and 
his country had seen their best days and so begin to 
harden himself as best he could against the impending 
ruin. “But,” the great transcendentalist added, “after 
this same thing has been foretold with equal confi- 
dence fifty times, and government 6 per cents have 
not declined a quarter of a mill, the timid man dis- 
covers that the enormous elements of strength that 
are here in play make our politics unimportant”—and 
sooner or later he ceases to pay heed to the “profes- 
sional” alarmists. “Pending decisions by the Supreme 
Court,” remarks President Mackay in the same vein, 
“may be and doubtless are important; proposed legis- 
lation in Congress may or may not be enacted—but 
what of it? Properties are not going to be confiscated 
and the country is not going to smash. On the con- 


trary, we have only to rid ourselves of silly apprehen- 


sions of wanton official assault upon legitimate busi- 
ness to enjoy the general prosperity which conditions 


warrant.”

I have found that about the best 
way to ‘get along good’ is to keep your own counsel 
and be square; if you can’t do both, at least make 
it a point to be square. I am glad to note that you 
write to your mother three times as often as you do 
to me; that is right; keep it up. A boy who is loyal 
and kind to his mother is likely to be true to himself.”

EXHIBIT OF THE STANDART - SIMMONS 
HARDWARE CO., OF TOLEDO, AT THE 
RECENT CONVENTION OF THE OHIO 
HARDWARE ASSOCIATION. 





The Standart-Simmons Hardware Co. of Toiedo, 
Ohio, had an an unusually attractive exhibit in Me- 
morial Hall, Toledo, during the convention of the Ohio 
Hardware Association held in that city from February 
22 to 24 inclusive. | 

The entire length of the display was 38 feet. The 
center-piece was 19 feet in length and 15 feet in height. 
This was surmounted by an electric sign with the 
words “Keen Kutter.” Beneath this was the name of 
the firm—The Standart-Simmons Hardware Com- 
pany, in gilt letters. The center-picture was surround- 
ed by a frame trimmed with hardware consisting of 
Auger Bits, Chisels;~ Screw Drivers, Hammers, 
Hatchets, Wrenches and various other tools. In the 
center was a picture composed of hardware worked, in- 
to scenic effects. In the center of this picture was a 
large “Keen Kutter” trade-mark. Back of this were 
rays produced by means of long Auger Bits revolving, 
and which gave the effect of the rays radiating from 
the trade-mark. To the right of the trade-mark was a 
water fall composed of Auger Bits, the chasm above 
which was spanned by a bridge made of Saw Blades. 
In the center of the picture was another fall made from 
Auger Bits, with a bridge. Above them the Auger Bits 
revolved so as to give the impression that water was 
descending. To the left of the picture was the Old Mill 
with the water wheel. The water wheel was composed 
of 16 “Keen Kutter” Safety Razors, spaced so as to 
represent the buckets of the wheel.

HARDWARE FIRM ESTABLISHED IN 
CELEBRATES th ANNIVERSARY. 





1760, 





(What is declared to be the oldest business house 
in existence in the United States, the Steinman Hard- 
ware Co., 26 and 28 West King street, Lancaster, Pa., 
recently celebrated its 150th anniversary. It was 
founded when Lancaster was a primitive village, beset 
by savage Indians and wild beasts. The firm fur- 
nished supplies to the Revolutionary Army. “The 
Lancaster Intelligencer” recently printed an article giv- 
ing the history of the Steinman Hardware Co., and 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN in reprinting it herewith is 
indebted to James H. Reed of the Stove & Range 
Co. of Pittsburgh, Pittsburgh, Pa., for a copy of the 
newspaper contaming it.) 

The year 1910 marks the 150th anniversary of the 
Steinman Hardware Company. It enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being probably the oldest mercantile house 
in the United States. 

On the same spot where now stands the handsome 

iodern store was located the old iron and tinsmith 
stablishment of John Christopher Heyne, which he 
iad been conducting in a modest way for a number 
years prior to 1760. In that year the first Stein- 
an became connected with the store. Christian 


“rederick Steinman in 1750 came from Germany 
ith a party of Moravians and formed a settlement 
Bethlehem, but later removed to Lititz, where he 
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died in 1760. His widow moved to Lancaster and 
married John Christopher Heyne, who conducted the 
Iron House, as it was then called, on West King street, 
where the present store now stands. Her son, John 
Frederick Steinman, took employment with his step- 
father and later became a partner in the business. 

After the death of John Christopher Heyne, in 
1781, his step-son assumed the business in his own 
name, and through all the generations following the 
Steinman name has been associated with the business 
by inheritance from father to son, and with the begin- 
ning of the present century became perpetuated in 
the incorporation of the Steinman Hardware Com- 
pany. The present representative of the family con- 
nected with the store is George Steinman, prominently 
associated with many of the business enterprises of 
the city, and widely known fcr his interest in local 
history and the popular President of the Lancaster 
County Historical Society. 

It is interesting to glance back over the long period 
of years covering the history of this venerable store, 
and to note the conditions that prevailed at the date 
of its founding and the changes that have taken place 
in the life of the community as well as in the progress 
of the store. 

In 1760 Lancaster was a small town, there was 
scarcely any manufacturing, and the manner of living 
and habits of the people were most primitive. The 
surrounding country was mostly in forest, and the 
people were busy clearing and farming the land, mak- 
ing roads, building mills and to their credit be it said 
that at a very early date they managed to build 
churches and school houses. The historian relates 
that so late as 1763 “the reapers of Lancaster county 
took, their guns and ammunition with them into the 
fields to defend themselves from the Indians.” A 
writer of that time referring to the period of his 
youth, says, “in attending school he was compelled 
to walk three miles through a deep and tangled forest 
infested with wolves, wild cats, snakes and other 
animals.” 

It is scarcely possible to fully realize the hardships 
endured by the pioneers in these primeval forests. 
They were obliged to grope their way through the 
woods and thickets along narrow Indian paths, and 
they were not only surrounded by the gloom of the 
dense forests and deprived of all the accompaniments 
of modern civilization, but they were obliged to en- 
counter the terrors of wild beasts and reptiles, and 
of savage tribes whose vandalism and thefts and mur- 
ders filled their lives with unutterable horror. 

The highways were few and generally wretched. 
Streams had to be forded, the population was sparse, 
there were only a few villages. The farmers’ houses 
were poor, temporary structures, 
and with no articles of adornment. 
mon to sprinkle sand on the floor to do duty as a 
carpet. There was no glass or china in the country 
home, no stove, coal was never seen, and matcues 
were not heard of. 

The farmer broke the ground with a wooden plow, 
sowed his grain broadcast, cut with a scythe and 
threshed it with a flail. The crops were few. Such 
vegetables as tomatoes, egg piant, cauliflower, okra, 


scantily furnished 


It was quite com- 
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rhubarb, sweet corn, head lettuce, cantaloupes were 
unknown. 

At the time the old Iron’ House was founded the 
French and Indian wars were waging, later the Revo- 
lution, and in all six wars have agitated the country 
during its history. The patriotism of the establish- 
ment was manifested most loyally in every clash of 
arms. Among the old account books and relics there 
are many evidences of the strenuous times that were 
encountered. 

In the counting room of the store is a framed 
receipt given to Frederick Steinman, signed by J. 
Brown for George Ross, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, dated at Lancaster on 
August 1, 1778, for one hundred camp kettles and a 
quantity of sheet iron, furnished to the Revolutionary 
forces. 

There is also preserved a very interesting advertise- 
ment clipped from the Lancaster “Journal” of March 
25, 1796, which reads: 

“Frederick Steinman, at his copper and tin manufactory, 
in King street, a few doors below the sign of the Cross Keys, 
has lately received a general assortment of ironmongery, cut- 
lery, saddlery and brass ware, of the best and neatest quality 
which he will sell at the lowest prices for cash or country 
produce.” 

Dating back to the year 1760, when the first Stein- 
man became associated in the business clear through 
the years that bring us to the 150th anniversary, there 
has been a series of events of world-wide interest in 
which the store has had its share of experiences. 
There has been steady progress, meeting the new de- 
mands as they arise with advancing time, and adher- 
ing closely to old principles of business honor and in- 
tegrity which are the sure foundations of permanent 
success. Old buildings have had to give way to new 
structures, primitive methods have been superseded 
by modern system, and the success of today 1s re- 
garded as but the stepping stone to greater success 
in the future, under the wise policy of making the 
best effort possible to meet the ever growing demands 
of the times. 

THE HARDWARE DEALER’S PAINT 
DEPARTMENT. 








(The following address was delivered at the recent 
convention of the Florida Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion by J. H. Gay, President of the Dozier & Gay Paint 
Co., of Jacksonville, Fla.) 

Paint probably bears as much profit as any line con- 
nected with the retail hardware business when prop- 
erly looked after. Selecting a line is an important 
matter, but not necessarily a hard one, as in this day 
of modern paint manufacturing there are a great many 
to choose from. Granting that a manufacturer un- 
derstands his business, his product is just what he de- 
sires it to be, and you can generally judge the quality 
of his paint if you know his intentions. Most manu- 
facturers wish to make good paint, and competition 
compels a majority of them to do so. It is folly to 
send a representative to call on you to sell a small 
order on which the profit is often not one-half of the 
expense of making the sale. It is only on your re- 
peated orders that he can hope to make it pay. It is 
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the mail-order house, as a rule, that expects to n 
only one sale. 
STAND BY YOUR LINE. 

After you have selected your line, stand by it, ; 
push it for all you are worth. Don’t become frig 
ened the first time a customer tells you he would rat}, 
have some other brand. Show him that yours \/! 
accomplish everything he desires to accomplish, aid 
point out the many satisfied customers you have mace. 
There are very few whom you cannot convince in 
this manner. This is salesmanship, however, which | 
will touch on a little later. 

YOU MUST KNOW THE PAINT LINE. 

Selling paint requires special knowledge. Anyone 
can sell nails, but it is not so easy to sell paint. You 
must know paints and their uses. The merchant who 
understands these best will get a portion of the busi- 
ness that would have gone to his competitor. The 
customer is often perplexed as to color schemes and 
kind of paint to use for certain purposes. Here is 
where your knowledge should come in and make the 
profit that awaits you. You can gain this knowledge 
by personal observations, by reading and studying the 
trade journals and the literature sent you by the manu- 
facturers. 

HAVE THE GOODS. 

You must have a well-selected stock and know what 
is required. You can't sell goods unless you have 
them, but this does not mean that you should buy 
heavily. It is better to order every day than to over- 
buy. When I started in the retail paint business, and 
with very small capital, I was the only clerk, and went 
over my stcck at the close of each day’s business, and 
re-ordered what had been sold during the day. In this 
manner J had four to six orders out all the time and 
seldom had to tell a customer that the goods he wanted 
were out. This method of biving also enabled me to 
take advantage of cash discounts. 


SHOW YOUR SALESMANSHIP. 


Salesmanship is one of the greatest problems in an) 
business. No use to buy goods unless you can sell 
them. A great deal of attention is rightfully being 
paid to this department of merchandising. In order 
to sell, you must tell your story in such a convincing 
manner that your customer may see from your point 
of view. Anyone can hand out a pail of white paint 
when called for, but this is not salesmanship. The 
dealer who can tell a customer how to paint a house, 
or a carriage, how to paint or varnish floors, or ename! 
a room, and does this convincingly, is a salesman. 
He knows what the goods will do as well as what 
they will not do. What to use, and when to use tt. 
He is the man who gets the confidence of the paint 
buyers, and it will be hard for anyone to take the 
business away from him. 

It is not a good plan always to sell that which is first 
called for. Learn as diplomatically as possible {or 
what purpose the goods are to be used, and if tc) 
are not suited for the purpose, sell that which is suite 
If Liquid Filler is wanted for pine floors over which 
Floor Varnish is to be applied, don’t sell it, but instruct 
your customer to use the varnish only. If Linseed ‘i! 
is wanted to thin Inside White, tell your custome: '° 
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u urpentine. If Coach Varnish is called for, learn 
w! .her a buggy is to be painted or whether an Inside 
Co ch is wanted. When selling Porch Floor Paint, 


don t forget to warn your customer against the use 


of washing powders on porch floors. 
ADVERTISE. 


The man who fails to advertise might be likened 
unto the farmer who neglects to fertilize his crops. 
[hat advertising brings results you have only to re- 
member the many nationally advertised articles. You 
must advertise your paints, and each must settle for 
himself how he will do it. The manufacturers aid 
you in this work in many ways which are familiar to 
you. Take advantage of all the facilities they offer. 
Remember the parody on “Early to bed and early to 
rise.” 

Keep stocks up; do not wait for the salesman if you 
need the goods. He will be disappointed when he calls 
and does not find an order awaiting him, but your cus- 
tomer will be disappointed if you haven't the goods. 
The excuse that you were waiting for the salesman to 
call will not satisfy him, and you may lose his trade. 


WHAT PRICE CUTTING MEANS. 


Cutting prices is one of the most pernicious practices 
that merchants can engage in. It is a sure sign of 
weakness. It means you have no confidence in your 
ability as a salesman nor in your goods. You not only 
lose the profit that belongs to you, but you get no 
thanks. If you are told that Mr. Blank is selling paint 
at $1.50 a gallon, talk quality. If you are told that 
he is selling oil at 70c a gallon and you have to get 
75c to make a legitimate profit, tell your customer you 
can't afford it. Remember, if Mr. Blank is making 
ioc a gallon and you want 15c a gallon profit, he must 
sell ten gallons to make $1.00, while you make $1.05 
by selling seven gallons. Some time ago one of our 
salesmen informed me that a competitor was selling 
paint 10¢c a gallon cheaper than we were, and the sales- 
man wanted to meet the price. I replied, “We will 
figure it out.” I said, “Suppose our competitor is 
making 15c¢ a gallon; he has to sell one hundred gal- 
lons to make $15.00. If we make 25c a gallon, we 
have to sell sixty gallons to make $15.00." The result 
was we got the business by talking quality. Any dealer 
with salesmanship can do the same. 

Under the title of “Profit Prescription 
People” the Bureau of Promotion and Development 
ot the National Paint Manufacturers’ Association has 
issued a chart showing the relative amount of paint 
actually purchased from a prominent paint manufac- 
turer by dealers selling at $1.50, $1.60, $1.65 and $1.75 
per gallon. Taking the $1.50 figure as a basis, this 
chart shows that dealers selling at $1.60 sold thirty- 
nine per cent more than the dealers selling at $1.50;

HOW TO HANDLE COMPLAINTS. 


uu will‘have some complaints, no matter whose 
No matter how perfect your line

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may be, it will not please all the people all the time. 
When complaints arise, investigate them and if you 
don’t know what caused them, write all the particulars 
to your manufacturer. He may not know either, be- 
cause you may not have learned the true cause. He 
will give you a lot of reasons why and how the trouble 
could have occurred, and no doubt will give you the 
proper one, and between the manufacturer, your cus- 
tomer and yourself, you can settle the matter satis- 
factorily.

If it peels, it is almost 
a sure indication of good paint, but has been applied | 
over a coat of ochre priming or has been applied too ° 
quickly. Maybe the wood was damp or green when 
the paint was applied. Poor paint rarely, if ever, peels. 
If it checks or alligators, driers have probably been 
added. If it turns yellow, the lumber was no doubt 
green or damp. 
oil cannot turn yellow if the conditions are right. 


White pigments and bleached linseed

it is yellow on some boards and white on others, the 
blue sap boards were the ones, no doubt, that turned 
yellow, because shellac was not applied over them be- 
fore priming.

Paint is made to be applied 
under proper conditions, and with a proper knowledge 
of its requirements; and when so applied it will ac- 
complish its purpose in almost every case.

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REPORT OF THE REVIEW COMMITTEE 
ON ELECTRIC HEATING. 


/his report was presented at the annual meeting of 
the American Society of Heating & Ventilating En- 
cers held in New York City on January 20, 1910.) 
‘ir. Jellett: In Philadelphia a number of trolley 
irs on suburban lines are heated satisfactorily by elec- 
tricity. The cost, however, is admitted to be exces- 
sive. This question suggests itself to us: Will it be 
possible to run a wire into a building and by this means 
furnish the necessary light, heat and power for that 
building; and if so, will there then be any use for 
steam in that building? 

Mr. Hart: Judging from present methods, the 
heating engineer will have practically no competition in 
electric heating, as the cost of current is commercially 
prohibitive. 

1 electrical H. P. = 12 ordinary 16 C. P. incandes- 
cent lights, and gives off heat equal to 2 common gas 
jets. Ninety-nine per cent of the energy is heat and 
1 per cent light; this shows how much energy is ex- 
pended in obtaining heat. 

Car heaters connected in series, 6 to a car, require 
a total of 8 ampéres, and with 500 volts there are 
required 4,000 watts, opr nearly 5% H. P. of energy 
for heating alone, while 15 H. P. is required to run 
the car with its average load. 

All present methods of heating electrically are by the 
“resistance system,” consisting usually of coils of wire 
through which the current passes and from which heat 
is given off, 

According to a well-informed writer, the consump- 
tion of coal is a little more than 28 per cent of that 
required to do the same amount of heating electrically. 

.Quoting from letter of Mr. W. S. Hadaway, elec- 
trical expert: “In room heating on a large scale a 
close figure for use is that 1 electrical H. P. will heat 
(by resistance solely) 7.5 sq. ft. of common radiating 
surface to 135° F. above the room temperature. It 
is in combination with present low temperature meth- 
ods of heat distribution that I look for the greater 
uses of electricity in heating. Fifty per cent of the 
fuel energy can be utilized in steam heating, while only 
about five per cent can be utilized in high temperature 
heating. I think you may look for more competition 
from gas heating than from electric heating.” 

Mr. Baldwin: An 80 H. P. engine and dynamo de- 
veloping about 50 H. P. passing 280 ampéres at I10 
volts through a resistance coil the size of a nail keg 
appeared to give off less heat than a 40 sq. ft. radiator. 
ELECTRIC HEATING—PAPER—BY W. S. HADAWAY, JR. 

(MEMBER), 1896. 

The subject considered here is the practical adapta- 
hility of- commercial electricity for heating purposes 
and for performing useful work under the conditions 
mposed in general industrial and domestic life. The 
‘irbitrary line of temperature demarcation for heat- 
ig on a large scale is here drawn at 250°. The elec- 

ical horse power is the equivalent to 2544.6 B. T. U. 
‘lustrating the heating efficiency—platinum wires be- 
¢ heated first in a flame, then by electric current, 
was found that less than 0.5 per cent of the thermal 
ergy of the flame was transferred to the wire, while 
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go per cent of the electrical energy used appeared as 
heat. 

In room heating apparatus on continuous run we 
may figure that 1 watt, 3.4 thermal units, will heat 1 
sq. ft. of common radiator surface through 1.35° F. 
above the room temperature, which means that 100 
watts is practically equal in heating effect to 1 sq. ft. 
of ordinary low pressure steam direct radiation. 

We may assume the average price of the H. P. hour 
from large steam electric stations to be 5 cents. As 
a comparison, for 40 cents a consumer may get I,110,- 
ooo B. T. U. of steam heat, or 20.518 B. T. U. 
the electric station, a ratio of practically 50 to 1 in 
favor of steam heat. Clearly the steam electric light 
station ranks low as a heat distributor for house warm- 
ing on a large scale. 

When electricity is derived from water power we 
may expect a far wider availability of energy from heat 
of resistance for house warming than when electricity 
is derived from steam power. 

Careful deductions show that the cost of the H. P. 
year must not exceed $6.00 in order to compete di- 
rectly with good coal at $5.00 per ton for house warm- 
ing in this latitude. We would secure as much heat 
by applying a brake directly to the flywheel of the 
engine or prime mover as we obtain from the heat of 
electrical resistance which, as far as its results go, 
may be considered as friction. 

At the rate of $2.00 per H. P. per month, it costs 
about $10.00 per month to heat a 20-ft. car. One hun- 
dred and fifty-five cars, each 38 ft. 8% in. long x 7 ft. 
10 in. wide x8 ft. 6% center height and 6 ft. 734 in. 
side height, and 208 sq. ft. glass surface per car, use a 
minimum of about 7,000 watts each car. 

To heat a bath room 20 minutes each day with a 
1 H. P. electric heater at 10 cents per H. P. hour will 
cost practically $1.00 per month. In cooking by elec- 
tricity it costs about 2.5 cents per person per meal.

ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF AMERICAN 
RADIATOR COMPANY. 

The eleventh annual report of the American Radi- 
ator Co., just issued, shows that the volume of sales 
and the net profits of the company were larger for 
the fiscal year, which ended on January 31, 1910, than 
for any preceding year. While the net profits realized 
during the last fiscal year have been greater than 
ever before, the margin of profit per dollar of busi- 
ness transacted has been further decreased. Until 
recent years, says the report, the high cost of steam 
and hot water heating appliances restricted their use 
to the larger and more expensive buildings. The re- 
port states that the quality and efficiency of the com- 
pany’s products, the improvement in manufacturing 
methods and the consequent low selling prices result- 
ing therefrom, together with the employment of a 
comprehensive system of advertising, have proved in- 
fluential factors in securing the introduction of these 
materials in the smaller homes and buildings, not only 
in the cities but also in the agricultural districts. Dur- 
ing the last year the company put a plant in operation 
at Birmingham, Ala., making it possible more advan- 
tageously to serve its customers in the Southern 
States. 

The producing capacity of all its plants was in- 
creased during the year by extensions to buildings 
and by the introduction of additional equipment. 
These factories produced an abundance of supply and 
the 25 warehouses located in all of the important 
trade centers of the country were constantly fur- 
nished with adequate stocks, enabling the company 
to render prompt and satisfactory service to its cus- 
tomers in all sections. It is the policy of the company 
so to locate its factories: as to make possible the 
economic assembling of raw materials while offering 
to its customers and itself distinct advantages in the 
sale and distribution of the finished products. A new 
plant is in process of construction at Kansas City, 
Mo., which will be ready to operate about October 1, 
1910.

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Clarence C. Mulford. 


Clarence C. Mulford, a heating expert and inventor 
of wide reputation, manager of the boiler department 
in New York City of the Pierce, Butler & Pierce Mfg. 
Co. of Syracuse, N. Y., and a member of the Ameri- 
can Society of Heating and Ventilating Engineers, 
died recently in Brooklyn, N. Y., following a week’s 
illness and a surgical operation. Mr. Mulford was 
born in Panola, Ill., in 1858. When a boy he was 
taken to Streator, Ill., where he spent many years of 
his active life. After being educated in the public 
schools at Streator he took his technical course in 
Philadelphia. On returning to Streator, he entered 
the plumbing business of E. E. Bale of that town, 
and upon the death of the proprietor, Mr. Mulford 
continued the business for himself, though only 21 
years old. He later organized the Mulford Heater 
Co. of Streator and Galva, Ill. Mr. Mulford was 
born a mechanic, and his inventive genius was directed 
toward the improvement of the heating business. He 
was the patentee of the “Ideal” boilers, now manu- 
factured by the American Radiator Co., and he also 
patented the “Mulford” boilers. One of Mr. Mul- 
ford’s inventions was a push-nipple instead of a screw- 
head for boilers and heaters. At the time of his fatal 
illness he had about completed another very important 
improvement for heating apparatus. About eight 
years ago under the firm name of Mulford & Kranze 
he erected a seven-story building at 207-212 Wooster 
Street, New York City, which is regarded as a monu- 
ment to his profession and skill. Mr. Mulford was 
married in 1881 to Miss M. Grace Kline of Streator 
Ill. His only son, Clarence, of Brooklyn, is a young 
man who has achieved quite a reputation as an author 
One of his books, “The Orphan,” was dedicated to his 
mother, and another about to be published was in- 
scribed to his father, Clarence C. Mulford was a man 
of unimpeachable character, possessing a disposition 
of the most congenial type. He was greatly beloved 
by everyone who knew him, for his very face beamed 
with honesty and noble qualities. Besides his widow 
and son, the deceased is survived by his father, four 
brothers and a sister. The funeral obsequies were held

COMPOUND OFFSET IN A RECTANGULAR 
PIPE.

BY “SAN FRANCISCO.” 


(This problem is one of the answers to that recently 
propounded in THE AMERICAN ArtTIsAN by W. E. 
Downing, Eldorado, Kansas, who submitted a sketch 
of a rectangular pipe connecting with a tank at the 
bottom, and requesting information that would aid 
him in making the body in one piece.) 

This problem consists of a compound offset in a 
rectangular pipe, and necessarily also applies to a 
square pipe. While there are a number of practical 
ways to obtain these patterns, none should be used, 
which by change of profile reduces the area of the 
cross-section. As the capacity of a pipe is its smallest

cross-section, it would be ridiculous’ to make a line of 
pipe of a certain size and then reduce it at some place, 
whether in the pipe itself or in a fitting or an angle; 
for this reduced place would be the capacity, and why 
not make the pipe that size in its entirety and save 
material? But the object in solving this problem is 
to adhere to, or make the offset larger than the 
original area of the cross-section. The method here 
explained requires the least amount of labor and the 
least amount of space for laying it out. 

Having the given distance in place that the openings 
are apart and difference in their height, plan and eleva- 
tion are then constructed. In plan (next page) draw 
parallel lines indefinitely, as through a, b and d, c, the 
width of the top part of the pipe. Likewise at J/J/, 
e, f and h, g, where the pipe connects to the cylinder. 
In the elevation for the thickness, draw parallel lines 
indefinitely, through c’,b’ and d’, a’, as shown. Also 
draw parallel lines at the cylinder connection, through 
g’, f and h’, e’. These parallel lines in plan and eleva- 
tion now represent the top, bottom 4nd sides of pipe, 
and the problem is to make a connection (which will 
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be oblique) between the two pieces. It is now nece:

of its corners and sides, and wanting to preserve the 
capacity of the pipe, it becomes evident that a fore- 
shortened view of the side, whose width is equal to 
the thickness of the pipe from / to i, will represent 
the thickness of the oblique piece whose side neces- 
sarily: will be greater, as the side will not be at right 
angles to the top in the profile. From /’ and d’, the 
only fixed points so far, describe arcs whose radii are 
equal to the distance f’ to i. Draw two lines that are 
parallel to each other, one of which lines is tangent 
to the arc described from d’, and the other line tangent 
to the arc described from f’. The one line at one end 
will intersect the line c’ b’ at c’, and at the other end, 
the line g’ f at g’. The other line (dotted) at one 
end will intersect the line d’ a’ at a’, and at the other 
end the line h’ e’ at e’. In a rectangular pipe all the 
lines representing the corners are parallel, regardless 
of its position. Therefore, from d’ draw a line parallel 
to c’ g’ intersecting h’ e’ at h’ and from f/f’ parallel to 
a’ e’, intersecting ¢ b’ at b’. Draw miter lines of the 
sides c’ d’, b' a, g’ h’ and f e’, thus completing the 
elevation. . 

The elevation having been drawn without regard 
to plan, it must now be considered. Project vertically 
from the elevation to the plan the points fixed in eleva- 
tion to lines of same letters. Connecting the points 
as shown will produce the plan of-the oblique part. 
As the pieces J and JJI show as right views both in 
plan and elevation, the development of the patterns 
for them is generally understood. A stretchout of the 
piece is placed parallel to the piece, and the points in 
the piece projected at right angles to the same lettered 
lines on the stretchout. ‘ Connecting these points in 
the stretchout will result in the patterns required. 

The drawing shows that portion of the problem 
plainly, including the circular intersection with the 
cylinder. The piece JJ is developed by triangulation. 
and only three lengths must be found. The length of 
the miter lines in both plan and elevation show in their 
actual lengths. Construct a diagram of triangles 
whose bases are the lengths from the plan and whose 
altitudes are the corresponding heights in the eleva 
tion. As the top side of the piece will be developed 
first, and g f in plan is an actual length, it will be seen 
that the actual lengths of the lines f c, g ¢ and ¢ /!

In developing patterns for the sides it will be seen 
from the plan and elevation that they are duplicates, 
and from the plan that the dotted lines are from c toh 
and 6 to c and On pattern the arcs must be described 
from c and b. Even though the actual lengths of lines 
are known, error in improperly grouping them will 
result in failure. From b and c¢ of pattern describe 
arcs whose radii are the lengths of dotted line c h of 
diagram, which arcs intersect by arcs from g and f 
whose radii .are g’ h’ or f’ e’ of elevation.

bottom and not attempting to duplicate by describing 
the length c f from a. 

The bottom shows the bottom side of the plate in the 
pattern on the same surface with the top side. When 
the stretchout is formed into a pipe the letters m and n 
will have two thicknesses of plate between them. The 
patterns as now completed will have the lines as drawn 
on them on the outside of the pipe. If the pipe was 
formed with them on the inside the offset would offset 
toward the front instead of the back in plan. 

The method of obtaining profile is here shown but 
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it is only of use to get the correct shape of the pipe 
when it is being made. Extend lines b’ f’ and a’ eé’ of 
elevation, as shown, and the perpendicular distance 
between the lines shows the thickness of the pipe. 
From the pattern take the width z, 2 and place it on 
line at profile as shown at z and 2, From 7 and 2 of 
profile describe arcs whose radius is the width 3, 7 of 
pattern, or the actual width of side, intersecting 
parallel line at 3, 4. Connect 1, 3 and 2, 4, resulting 
in the profile of piece JJ. A comparison with the 
* normal profile reveals the fact that the capacity is 
slightly larger. This, for reasons above stated, and 
in view of the fact of the quick method of deriving the 
patterns, with only three unknown lengths to find, is 


not objectionable.

HARDWARE. 

For the past week a further improvement in the 
situation covering hardware was apparent. Prices in 
general showed more firmness on a good inquiry and 
fairly large orders booked covering various kinds of 
hardware, with additional specifications for quantities 
for shipment over the first half of this year. With the 
near approach of the spring demand specifications for 
barb wire supplies have materially increased, covering 
large quantities. In cut and wire nails there continued 
a fair demand. Indications point to a gradual im- 
provement in the demand. The call for supplies on 
outstanding contracts has been more active. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for job- 
hers is $1.95 per keg. The base price is $2 for full 
carloads at the mill, and $2.10 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.18 out of stare; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03; and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net. 

An advance equivalent to 5 per cent, has been made 
in the price of cold made rivets. Another % cent per 
pound advance has been made on solder, half and half 
guaranteed solder being quoted at 22%4 to 2234 cents 
per pound. No. 1 is quoted at from 18% to 19% 
cents and regular solder 17% to 17% cents per pound. 

An advance of 5 per cent is announced in the prices 
of shovels, scoops and pressed steel goods generally. 





TIN PLATE. 
The tin plate market shows very little change, re- 
maining firm under continued large withdrawals on 
outstanding contracts and fair orders booked for ad- 


ditional lots. The price to retailers f. o. b. Chicago, is - 


$8.50 for 100-pound tin plate, 20x28. 





SHEETS. 


The sheet market continues in a satisfactory condi- 
tion, and manufacturers’ specifications are still heavy. 
Some concessions are reported made by independent 
manufacturers. The Chicago price to retailers is 
$4.10 out of store for 100-pound No. 28 gauge, gal- 
vanized. 


COPPER. 

An easier market and somewhat lower prices are 
noted in ingot copper. The United Metals Selling 
Company has reduced its price of electrolytic copper 
to 13%c delivered, 30 days, as against its previous 
quotation of 1334c. Moderate sales are reported at 
the lower figure, but the market is constantly tending

toward an easier basis. The markets abroad are still 
lower than on this side, recent sales of electrolytic cop- 
per having been made in Europe on the basis of 133%c 
or a shade lower. Domestic consumers are reported 
to have taken between 15,000,000 and 20,000,000 
pounds at the decline. 

The London market is somewhat above the lowest 
point recently touched and shows an advance of 5s on 
both spot and futures:for the week. The closing on 
Wednesday was £59 138 9d for spot and £60 Ios for 
futures, the market being steady. 

Sheet copper has been marked up Ic a pound since 
last report. 

TIN. 

The London tin market has broken very badly, 
showing a decline of 15s om Wednesday after a decline 
on Monday of £2 2s 6d on spot and £2 on futures.

There is a slightly firmer tone to the market for 
pig lead, though the American Smelting & Refining 
Company is still quoting 4.70c New York. New York 
quotes 4.70c for spot and 4.62%c for futures. The 
St. Louis market is strong and higher at 4.47%4@ 
4.50c. London quotes lead lower at £13 5s. 





SPELTER. 

There is a little firmer tone to the market for spelter, 
New York quoting spot carloads at 5.80c and futures 
at 5.70c. The St. Louis quotation is stronger and 
higher at 5.50@5.52%c.

PIG IRON. 

The pig iron market is still dull, with the consumers 
well supplied for all possible needs, some of them 
having iron enough on hand to keep their plants busy 
jor six months to come, Naturally there is an easier 
tone to the market as a result of the current dullness, 
though the actual decline in prices has not been as 
much as might have been expegted under such con- 
ditions. 

The foundry interests appear to be fairly busy 
throughout the East, but the furnaces have filled them 
up to such an extent that they are not likely to be in 
the market again for some time to come, except in 
a piecing out way. The bulk of the trading is coming 
frém the pump makers and the pipe works. In the 
Central West there is an active demand from the steel 
making concerns. 

There continues to be a light demand for Alabama 
iron, though a heavy tonnage is still going West. 
Some of the furnaces are still holding for $14 a ton, 
f. o. b. Birmingham, but others are willing to sell at 
$13.50 a ton, and in some cases it is thought as low 
as $13 a ton could be done on an attractive order. 

The reduction in freight rates from the Virginia 
field has resulted in a better movement of Virginia 
iron, with $15.25 a ton possible on some brands. The 
low quotations both in Alabama and Virginia are for 
spot or nearby iron, as the furnaces are asking higher 
prices for the last half; “Northern iron is very quiet, 
with most of the furnaces holding at $19.00@19.50 a 
ton for spot and nearby delivery. In a few cases as 
low as $18.75 a ton has been done. 

The inquiry of the American Radiator Company 
for 10,000 tons of the various grades of foundry iron 
has gone to several large pig iron centers, it is said. 
The inquiry for the Westinghouse interest is expected 

to be for 10,000 to 12,000 tons, for delivery over the 
last half. This inquiry was put out in a tentative way 
late in January, but was immediately withdrawn. 

Small sales of malleable were reported on a basis of 
about $16.75, furnace. There was a good demand for 
the ferroalloys, ferro-manganese in carload lots com- 
manding $44 Baltimore, and a shade higher for prompt 
shipment. For second-quarter one sale was reported 
at $45, Baltimore, the price that ruled a week ago on 


third quarter shipments.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“The last few days of February showed slight improve- 
ment in a quiet pig iron market. The effect on pig iron was 
brought about more as a result of conditions in allied trades 


than any evidence in the pig iron market itself. There was 
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better buying by railroads for equipment and rolling stock 
and demand in the finished lines considerably improved 
the last week. 

“Several buyers in this territory made genuine inquiry 
and in one or two instances closed at prices that were cer- 
tainly good purchases and it is felt will be the forerunners 
of more. Generally speaking, there is a large tonnage that 
would be placed tomorrow if buyers were confident that 
figures quoted were the lowest that could be obtained, and 
it is the range in figures, on Southern iron particularly, which 
is holding back progress. 

“The outlook is favorable for a buying movement during 
the next sixty days, which, like the previous ones, when it 
appears will come without warning and prove exceedingly 
active. There has been, of course, considerable iron bought 
for the last half of this year, but, compared with the present 
increasing consumption and the consumption that will be 
going during that period, it is only a small percentage of 
what iron will be used. - This immense tonnage must be pro- 
vided for and, according to indications, will be before long. 

“It is unquestionably true that the unusual winter con- 
ditions which have existed almost throughout the country, 
making outdoor operation difficult, has retarded movement 
in all lines and consequently the selling of material for con- 
struction purposes. This has reflected back down the line 
and delayed the activity which the openine of the year prom- 
ised. The work which should have been done and would have 
been accomplished under ordinary winter conditions in the 
last two or three months will have to be done some time and 
when this time comes will add to the pressure which is bound 
to be exerted. 

“In some quarters it is felt that reaction has actually 
appeared. Locally, however, this is not the case at the pres- 
ent time. Here we are too near the marketing of large quan- 
tities of re-sale Southern iron which has been thrown on the 
market and the sellers of it are content with small profits. 
This is hurting the legitimate furnace trade accordingly and 
makes the local market one of irregularity but no criterion 
for the country in general. 

“The Northern iron situation is much better than the 
Southern and specialties in the North are in good favor. 
Basic and Standard Bessemer are being called for and the 
melt is increasing. It is interesting to note that report on 
production of all kinds of rails in the United States during 
1909 showed 3,062,000 tons, an increase of 1,140,000 tons, or 
over fifty-nine per cent of 1908. The maximum production 
of all kinds of rails was reached in 1906 when 3,977,000 tons 
were rolled. 

“Coke in all districts is a very uncertain quantity, Pro- 
duction has been slightly decreased in the Connellsville field 
and prices are weak. Shipments on contracts are going for- 
ward with good regularity, buyers using right up to require- 
ments of their contracts.”

“With the coming of Spring and the resumption of out 
door labor the pig iron outlook is undoubtedly very encourag- 
ing. We have had a very severe winter and for weeks at a 
time it has been impossible for construction to be carried on 
During ‘the past week there a noticeable improve 
ment in every branch of the iron industry; there is certainly 
a feeling of optimism abroad and several large deals are pend- 
ing. Inquiries are almost without exception for shipment 
over the last six months of the present and there is a 
very little demand for spot iron 

“Southern furnacemen, especially, are very optimistic and 
expect great things in 1910. While odd lots of resale iron 
are still bothering them, this is gradually disappearing and is 
mostly for delivery in the near future so that it is not inter- 
fering particularly with last half 

“There is quite a demand for low grade iron from the 
various pipe interests, but this seems to be in short supply 
It is reported that the leading pine manufacturers in the East 
have recently closed for as much as part of this 
being placed with local furnaces, but a large portion of it 
coming from the South 


, Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
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“Ohio foundry irons are rather quiet, but most of the

“Steel-making irons are in evidence again and some large 
tonnages of Basic have been placed in Pittsburgh and St 
louis.
